The Lipscomb community welcomed a new program to campus in January of 2014 that provided 
education and career development to students with intellectual and developmental disabilities. This 
program, IDEAL, standing for “Igniting the Dream of Education and Access at Lipscomb,” also 
encouraged relationships and building community on campus. “We just felt like Lipscomb was the perfect 
place to host this program because of the small campus size and the sort of service orientation and the 
Christian environment being positive and appropriate for this sort of program,” said Mallory Whitmore, 
Program Director. “We're really targeting students who would be unable to enroll in a traditional college 
environment because they didn't take the ACT or SAT, or they graduated with a modified diploma. This 
gives them the opportunity to grow their academic, social and vocational skills in this age appropriate 
setting,” said Whitmore. This semester three students were enrolled in the IDEAL Program, but around 
twenty other students volunteered to be “Bison Buddies,” which act as peer mentors for the IDEAL 
students. “As our students were on campus and everybody got to know them, everybody wanted to be a 
part of it,” said Cynthia Medley, Program Assistant. In the fall of 2014, the IDEAL program will have at 
least ten students enrolled and hopes to have at least ninety traditional undergraduate students involved 
with the program. “They eat lunch with them, study with them, work out with them, go to chapel with 
them,” said Whitmore, “The ultimate goal of this is to form lasting relationships.” Not only does the 
program mean a lot to the IDEAL students but it also means a lot to the community. “The biggest thing is 
that it means that the Lipscomb community recognizes that all people have value and that all people can 
learn and that these students are just as deserving at getting their education and getting jobs in the 
future as any other student,” said Whitmore.

“I knew that | wanted something in the health field, and | did not have 
physical therapy when the accident happened,” said Silvers, “It was a lot harder for me to recover than it could have 
been. It was just my mom and | at home trying to figure out what kind of things we could do to make sure | could 
walk again.” Silvers not only discovered a future career in physical therapy but also learned several lessons that have 
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lessings in disguise 


remained with her throughout the years. “I learned the lesson of being comfortable in your own skin. Anything that 
makes you different is hard to overcome. Realizing that there are hidden blessings in things that don't look like 
blessings on the outside is difficult.” Silvers agrees that any recovery is hard, no matter the size of the injury, and she 


wants to be the one who not only helps in the physical recovery but also the mental recovery. As an intern at STAR 
Physical Therapy, Silvers solidified her choice to pursue physical therapy, and the accident that occurred when she was 
a young child made her stronger in the long run. “It made me realize how important it was and how it affected my

Providing a free educational degree for all veterans who have served in the military, the Yellow Ribbon 
Program seeks to cater to those who have been deployed to either Iraq or Afghanistan. The program is 
paid for by the G.I. Bill and donors associated with Lipscomb. Senior Theology Major Matthew Proctor 
came to Lipscomb as a part of the Yellow Ribbon Program after serving two tours of duty in the Marine 
Corps. Proctor served in Afghanistan and Iraq as an infantryman. Although he had served two years, 
Proctor still had intentions of being a part of the traditional undergraduate community at Lipscomb. 
Upon his arrival, Proctor had the opportunity to serve as the first veteran liaison for SGA (Student 
Government Association) and be a part of the ultimate Frisbee team and APX, which is a service club. 
“Some of the closest friendships | have made at Lipscomb, which are continuous, were from APX and 
SGA,” said Proctor. Not only did Proctor feel welcomed outside the classroom but also inside the 
classroom. While studying theology, he learned alongside diverse students and professors. “I have been 
challenged by these individuals in their different views that they have of the world and how Christ 
followers are called to interact in it,” said Proctor, “I honestly think it has been an eye opening 
experience for my fellow classmates and professors as well as they have listened to my experiences and 
struggles that | have had.” Although Proctor will graduate at the end of the fall 2014 semester, he is 
already using his gifts to minister to hospice patients and homeless veterans. “I have begun to learn the 
craft of listening to other people's suffering and pain and try to minister to them through my own 
experiences,” said Proctor.

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Junior education major Jennifer Greene's life was forever changed when she received an unexpected call 
from her sister. While on a mission trip, Greene was notified that her mother, Diana, had been 
diagnosed with breast cancer. Although Green was initially shocked, she relied heavily on her mother's 
calm attitude and faith in God. “It was amazing to see her faith from the very beginning. | couldn't 
believe that right after she was diagnosed with this disease she was looking at the bright side of 
everything,” said Greene. When the Greene family thought it was just stage one cancer, the doctor 
notified them that it was actually stage four cancer. Because Jennifer had classes, she couldn't stay at 
home with her family during this trying time. “I! felt so powerless; | couldn't do anything, but | trusted 
God with her, because even if I'm not there, God is there.” As a middle school teacher, Diana's fellow 
teachers, students and community prayerfully supported the Greene family during this time. Greene along 
with her brother and father shaved their heads in honor of Diana. “We decided to also encourage others 
in the community to cut their hair in honor of mom.” While support groups were being formed in her 
hometown, they were also being formed on Lipscomb's campus. “Everyone back at home was supporting 
mom and praying for us, and here at Lipscomb it was just the same.” Diana was completely healed by 
the beginning of May 2013. “Even the doctor said "this is miracle."” Not only did it affect the community, 
but it also affected Greene's life here as a student at Lipscomb. “It affected my prayer life; | prayed more 
and it drew me closer to God.” Though the situation initially seemed rough, Greene grew from the 
experience. “There's no sense in dwelling on the bad...anytime.”

As Donna, who is a resident 
at Tennessee Women's Prison and is enrolled in classes, said, “I take classes because | 
want to become a counselor so | can help those who struggled with addictions like 
myself.” Education can be a positive way to bring forth change in a community. The 
graduation was just the start of a movement of hope. The LIFE program has created 
everlasting hope.
